A Significant Warning From 
France to Italy. 


— 


The Florence Incident Likely to- 


Lead to War. 


France Demands Satisfaction for the Vio- 


lation of Cousulate Rights by Italian 
Authorities—Excitement in Paris—Anxi- 
ety Regarding the Peace of Europe 
Father Ryan Released From Limerick 
Prison—The New Manitoba Ministry— 
Foreign News. 


PaRIs, January 18.—Thé@ Republique Fran- 
caise has a telegram from Rome, which says 
that M. Flourens, the French Foreign Minis- 
ter, has complained to Signor Crispi, the 
Italian Foreign Minister, of Italy’s delay in 
settling the Florence Consulate incident, and 
warned Signor Crispi that if the Italian judge 
at Florence executes his threat to re-enter the 
French Consulate and seise the papers sought 
after, France will recall her ambassador and 
take such measures as the honor and interest 
ofthe country demand. The incident men- 


,tioned consisted of a breach of consular 


rights on the part of the Florence police, who 
had searched the French Consulate for papers 
connected with a pending lawsuit. 

URGING WAR. 

The Paris (newspaper) urges the Govern- 
mentto demand complete satisfaction from 
Italy for the indignity offered to the French 
consulate at Florence, and in the event of a 
failure of Italy to comply, to break off the re- 
lations between France and Italy and expel all 
Italians from France. 

CAUSING BXCITEMENT. 

The strained relations with Italy in conse- 
quence of the Florence Consulate 
affairs depressed both commercial and 
financial business to-day. The Bourse 
was heavy.

THE OIL MARKET. 


Yesterday’s Flurry Manipulated by the 
Standard Oil Company. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., January 18.—There was an- 
other heavy decline in the oil market yester- 
day and the bulls suffered a small-sized Water- 
loo. Thesound of the gong had hardly died 
away at the opening of the Oil Exchange when 
both bulls and bears alike jumped into the 
market and from the very first it wasapparent 
that there was to be a lively day, The market 
has been weak for several days past and the 
traders have been very cautious. It was only 


a question of whether or not he Standard 


people would hold their oil. In case they 
did, of course the market was a buying 
one, but every one seemed to think 
that if the Standard once let go there 


would bealarge decline, and consequently 
the outside public was not interested in the 
market as usual. The market opened, at 90%, 
remained around that figure for about half an 
hour, when it advanced to 90%, the highest 
point of the morning. The market remained 
around that figure till about 11 o’clock, 
when several large dealers with seemingly 
one accord, jumped out into the bull- 
ring and  offere 50,000 barrels apiece. 
They bid the market down and it seemed as if 
every broker on the floor followed suit and 
down went prices. The market declined at 
first % cent, thenl cent, and then all of a 
sudden it declined to 8% amid the greatest 
excitement. The brokers seemed to have lost 
their heads entirely and the excitement re- 
called that of the palmiest days of oll opera- 
tions. When the word reached the street 
about the decline the lobbies and galleries 
filled up and ina few minutes there was a 
perfectjam. The bulls then turned in and 
forced values back to 88, but another break 
occurred toward the close aud the final sale 
was made at 8%. There were no failures, but 
it is estimated that seyeral small dealers will 
have considerable trouble in getting their 
sheets through to-day. The only cause given 
for the decline was that the tired and wrecked 
(longs) had given up the ficht. 

An oil broker who usually knows what he is 
talking about had the following to say in re- 
gard to the market: ‘‘The Standard Oil Com- 
pany has again been manipulating the market. 
This time they fleeced the producers instead 
ot the outside public. They got all the pro- 
ducers to go into the shut-down scheme, 
promising them 31 for their oil. The 
producers agreed, and went into the market 
and loaded up, the market advanced, 
and when it got in the-upper nineties 
they sold out and made a nice sum. 
The Standard people were watching the 
producers, but said nothing. They got them 
in the market again, and the minute the 
loaded up they raided the market and skinne 
them. I want to say right here that although 
the producers did get 10 or 15 cents a barrel 
more for their oil, in the long run they will be 
losers.’’ ~

LATE ARKANSAS MAILS, 


Complaints of the Iron Mountain Fast- 
Train Service—Railroad News. 


Arkansas people who live on the lines of 
the Little Rock & Fort Smith and 
the Little Rock & Arkansas City 
Railroads are put to serious incon- 
venience through the tirregularity with 


which the so-called fast train on the Iron 
Mountain is running. Since January, when 
the new time-table on the road went into 
effect, the train leaving St. Louis at 8 p. m. 
and designed to make connection with the 
other trains at Little Rock the next morning 
has been almost uniformly late, so that the 
mailand express matter which should leave 
Little Rock at 9:20 for points on these roads 
has been laid over there until the next day, 
making it nearly twenty-four hours late. 
This is extremely inconvenient and 
could be borne if it should  hap- 
pen from accidental delay now and 
then, but it is almost uniformly so. The 
cause of if is the consolidation of the Memphis 
train and the Texas train into one as far as 
Knobel, Ark., and the consequent inability of 
the engines to draw the trains 
over the heavy des of the road.

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JUSTICE LAMAR. 


The Ex-Secretary of the Interior Takes His 
Place en the Supreme Bench. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., January 18.—The Su- 
preme Court of the United States sits with a 
full bench to-day for the first time since the 
4th of May, 1885. Mr. Lamar reached the 
Capitol a little after llo’clock this morning, 
and proceeded to the Justices’ room of the 
Supreme Court, where the oath of office—the 
ordinary modified oath—was administered to 
him in private. The judicial oath was ad- 
ministered in public immediately after the 


day’s session was opened. The small space

The 
Comptrolier is just now dealing in big round 
sums and is experiencing considerable trouble 
in trying to square up. About $1,300,000 of the 
8.65 per cent bonds recently issued remain un- 
sold, but he does not anticipate any difficulty 
in disposing of them.g@He now finds that the 
following outstanding bonds become due this 
year:

The above bonds are 6 cent, with the ex- 
ception of the County Jail bonds, which are 7 
percent. The floating debt and sewer bonds 
will mature May 1. those for general purposes 
May 20 and June 2, those for harbor improve- 
ment August 15, and the later issue for sewers 
August 27. The jail bonds come due on Sep- 
tember 1. 

It is now proposed to issue $2,038,000 worth 
of new bonds, the interest on which is not to 
exceed 4 per cent, to redeem the demands. 
The financial officers do not apprehend any 
trouble in Ps gg of these and making a 
gain for thegity on the interest deal.

If this car- 
ried the advocates of four other vetoed bills 
would have called up their measures. Nine- 
teen votes were necessary to pass a Dill over a 
Mayoral veto. It was thought yesterday that 
on a vote on this measure the 
requisite number of Delegates would 
vote to pass the bill over the veto. 
The bill was the special order for 8 p. m. last 
night, but just before that hour a motion to 
adjourn was made by the opposition. This 
was defeated at five minutes tos o' clock, but 
it was seen that the vote was too close to hope 
to pass the bill and Delegate Gundlach, acting 
for the supporters of the bill, renewed the 
motion, changed his vote and by the adjourn- 
ment of the House the fight was postponed 
and the bills were given another lease of life. 


The New Gas Company.

Said the re- 
porter’s informant: ‘‘He would have two 
objects in thus evading the issue—one in shift- 
ing the responsibilities upon other shoulders, 
the other in dealing the striking railway hands 
a powerful blow by conciliating their faithful 
allies, the miners.’’ However, should this 
be true the combination would hardly have 
any immediate effect on the market.

Not Affected by the Strike. 


New Tonk, January 18.—Notwithstanding 
the strikes in the Schuylkill and Lehigh 
regions, the production of coal last week was 
the largest on record for that period, the out- 
put being 655,858 tons against 551,076 for the 
corresponding week last year, an increase of 
104,282 tons. Of course the Schuyhill region, 
where the Reading mines are situated, shows 
a marked falling off, the production there be- 
ing only 50,000 tons against 161,318 for the same 
week in 1887, and in the Lehigh region where 
the miners have been on a strike for nearly 
five months, the production was only 41,509 
tons against 98,541 tons last year.

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THE NUMBER OF CLERGYMEN INDICTED BY 
THE GRAND-JURY TO-DAY. 


Because They Failed to Return Marriage 
Licenses as Required by Law—Others of 
the Clergy Escape Indictment by Making 
Their Returns atthe Last Moment—The 
Grand Jury’s Final Report—True Bills 
Found. 


The Grand- jury made their final report to 
Judge Normile shortly before noon to-day. It 
states merely that they were in session eight 
days and took up eighty cases, in sixty-nine 
indictments of which were returned, eighteen 
bills being ignored and one case continued for 
lack of witnesses. The report also contains 
the usual complimentary notice of the jail and 
Assistant Circuit Attorney. 

Of the indictments returned by them the 
most important are those against clergy- 
men and justices for failing to 
make returns on marriage licenses within 
ninety days after the performance of the cere- 
mony. By law the Recorder of Deeds is ro- 
quired to report to the officerin charge of the 
Grand-jury every ninety days all failures to 
return marriage licenses within the prescribed 
period. Recorder Hobbs endeavored to get 
the clergymen and justices to make their 
returns on the licenses, and really gave them 
much more time than he should. He was 
finally forced in order to carry out his oath of 
office to report to the Grand-jury a list of 
the licenses on which no returns 
were made. In this manner the names of the 
delinguents became known. The people who 


took out licenses were summoned and forced 
to testify as to by whom they were married. The 
matter was only called to the attention of the 
Grand- jury a few days 350 and there was not 
sufficient time to get alf the witnesses before 
them. As a result there were not nearly so 
many indictments drawn up as there would 
otherwise have been.

_ RAILROADS AND THE LAW. 

The Denver & Rio Grande Railroad 
finds that a mutually profitable arrange- 
ment can be made with the Denver 
smelters for demolishing the smelting 
industry at Leadville and the capital in- 
vested therein. A sufficient discrimina- 
tion against the transportation of the 
smelted product from Leadville to Denver 
does the business, increases the road’s 
freight traffic by the difference between 
the ore and the smelted product in weight 
and bulk, and all the money hitherto 
earned by smelters in Leadville will 
henceforth be divided between the rail- 
road and the Denver smelters. 

When the shipment of so much dead 
and valueless weight as the ore contains 
allthe way from Leadville to Denver can 
be compelled only by arbitrary freight 
discrimination against the mere handful 
of smelted product, no argument is 
needed to show that the discrimination is 
not in the interest of economic produo- 
tion, but against it and against public 
policy, and that the arrangement is not 
only an arbitrary game of grab.“ but 
the usurpation of a power which the law 
forbids tocommon carriers, and the ex- 
ercise of which by any corporation de- 
stroys the security of trade and menaces 
the public safety. 

Yet the railroads are still doing this 
sort of thing more or less everywhere, in 
spite of State law and interstate com- 
merce law. The enforcement of neither 
is yet fairly begun and will not be until 
commercial organizations, no longer de- 
moralized and misled or paralyzed by 
unscrupulous shippers, sit down on them 
and insist upon arigid enforcement of 
the law. Overloaded with work and not 
armed with vigorous or summary reme- 
dies, the Interstate Commission has some 
exouse for its dilatory and indulgent 
action. The State Railroad Commissions 
are enmeshed in a network of “political 
pulls” and railroad influence, and both 
State and national laws are ineffectual 
with suchinert machinery, unsupported 
by determined and aggressive commercial 
organizations. 

The consequence is that the free-pass 
laws are violated without prosecution or 
punishment, and the most arbitrary and 
wrongful discriminations are practiced 
with impunity by collusion between rail- 
roads and unscrupulous shippers. These 
violations of law are notoriously prac- 
ticed with safety under the devices of 
underbilling and arbitrary classification 
tricks, and will continue until both State 
and national law make them criminal of- 
fenses on the part of railroad officers. 
Gov. PaTTison foresaw it all in the speech 
in which he told the people of his State 
that a law to punish railroad officers like 
common malefactors when they willfully 
and systematically violate the law is the 
only thing that will ever make them obey 
the law. Such a remedy cannot be too 
soon added to all laws intended for the 
regulation of common carriers.” 
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A PREE-TRADE PLOT. 

Senator Hoar of Massachusetts has in- 
troduced a bill to provide for a World’s 
“Exposition at the national capital in 1892, 
“and thereafter a Permanent Exposition 
“of the three Americas in honor of the four 
“hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
‘of America.” 

What does Senator Hoak mean by this 
outrageous attempt to increase and build 
up our commerce with foreign nations? 

Does he not know that foreign trade is 
the deadly enemy of our protected pros- 
perity? 

Is he not committed tothe theory that 
this. country would be much. better. off 
without any foreign trade? 

Has he not for twenty years consistently 
supported a policy of legislation intended 
to destroy all intercourse of trade with 
foreign nations? 

How can Senator Hoar have the face to 
introduce such a bill? How can he ask 
the American people to support him in his 
project?

But the Linseed Oil Trust 
was formed last January and the year 
closed with linseed oil at 52 cents. How 
much higher it will go this year, if the 
tariff remains unchanged, depends on 
the success of the Trust in forcing all the 
crushers to join it or quit business. These 
trusts have so far never failed to crush 
out home competition and put prices as 
high as the tariff bar to foreign competi- 
tion will permit.

LONDON January 18.—The Queen is to arrive 
atSan Remo on the afternoon of Thursday, 
March 22. The royal party will cross the 
channel from Portsmouth to Cherbourg in the 
Victoria and Albert on Tuesday, the 20th. On 
the following day the Queen will proceed by a 
special train direct to San Remo, traveling by 
way of the Mount Oenis route and Genoa. 
The Dowager Lady Ely, who has been staying 
at Osborne during the last ten days on a Visit 
to the Queen, is going about the middle of 
next month to San Remo where she will await 
Her Majesty’s arrtyal. The Prince of Wales 
goes atthe end of next week to Rivera.

SALTING A MINE. 


AN EXPERT TELLS THE CURIOUS WAYS IN 
WHICH IT CAN BE DONE 


Some Ludicrous Stories of the Manner in 
Which the Best Exeprts are Hoodwinked 
—A Mine Owner Who Chewed Tobacco 
and Expectorated Gold Dust—‘‘Salting”’ 
a “Placer” With a Shotgun—Other 
Frauds to Catch the Unwary Speculator. 


George H. Shepard of Saucelito, Cal., a gen - 
tleman of large experience in placer and 
quartz mining in California, and who has long 
been connected with the firm of Haggin, 
Hearst & Tevis, has been in the city 
several days visiting friends, and leaves 
this evening for Colorado. In conversation 
witha Post-DISPATCH reporter Mr. Shepard 
said: ‘‘Those that think it is an easy thing for 
a mining expert to avoid being ‘salted’ know 
little of the matter. We are always on the 
lookout for attempts at fraud, and the best of 
us are sometimes caught. An instance in my 
own experience may give you some idea of 
the skill of the salter, and of the necessity of 
watching them continually. Some years ago, 
about four, I believe, I was sent to examine 
a mine in the Sierras with a view of making 
the purohase. I could not see any indications 
of the existence of gold in any paying amount, 
but the owner insisted that there was plenty 
and offered to let me take outas much ore as 
I wished and run it through the mill myself 
at his expense. This I agreed to do, took out 
a couple of tons, had it hauled to the mill and 
carefully sampled under my own eye. I never 
left the ore for a minute, and was certain that 
no attempt at salting had been made. The owner 
was with me when the assays were made, and all 
through the process. The results were to me 
most astonishingly favorable. Not satisfied 
with this, Isentfor my own assayer from San 
Francisco, and together we ran a few bundred 
pounds of carefully-sampled ore through the 
mill, with even better results. I was . — 
surprised, but could not resist the testimony 
of my senses, and was about to make a favora- 
dle report, When my assayer said he would like 
to make another run and wished no one to know 
of it. This we did, and found that the ore was 
8 value less, and I was certain that I 

ad been salted, but could not imagine how, 
as the worthless samples were taken from the 
same ore heap as those yeilding large returns. 
In order to discover the secret if possible, I 
told the owner that hed to make still 
another run, knowiftg that he would 
be present. Both my assayer and 1 
watched him like a wa and noticed 
that he was constantly acco, 
taking small particles out ot his mouth, roll- 
ing them into little balls, and tossing ‘them 

essiy into the ore when he thought he 
was unobserved. I distracted his attention 
for a moment, and 9 picked up two 
or three of these pelle h he found stuck 
tull ot gold dust. The amount thus put into 
the ore was in itself = but the ore repre- 
sented a ton red 9 small bandful,

ON THE WANE. 


AN EXPERT SAYS THAT BILLIARDS - ARE 
GOING TO THE DOGS. 


Young Players Crowded Out by Jacob 
Schaefer’s Supremacy—The Future of the 
Game—The Distribution of Racing Money 
Last Year—A Word for the Mastifis—ira 
Paine’s Performance—Sporting News. 


John Thatcher, the billiard player, expresses 
his opinions on the recent billiard tournament 
in the language below printed in yesterday’s 
Chicago Tribune: 

After an engagem€nt of whatever kind it is 
the customary thing to review the battle, bury 
the dead and bind up the wounded. This in 
no sense is the case with the billiard contest, 
for the defeated players, or those who ought 
to be considered dead, live on the hopes of 
tuture actions. The scathed ones fancy their 
position due to circumstances; therefore to- 
day has been one of quiet about Schaefer's. 
The prize-winners have been only 
too glad to distribute a just tittie 
of the gains with their less fortunate brethren, 


and the experts that finished ‘‘behind the 
flag have been wined and dined to their 
heart’s content. There are some facts of 
potency to be brought forward in connection 
with billiards of the present day. Time was 
when all contests at billiards needed an out- 
side man as manager, and when, some few 
years since, the professionals kicked against 
an incumbrance of the kind and rufused to 
toady to the so-called ‘‘sporting press,’’ 
efforts of all kinds were made to whip 
them back into the traces. There were 
a few men in both the East and West 
assuming a dictatorship over billiards, and 
these, seeing their old-time percentages wan- 
ing, sought 2 fair or foul to retain 
their grip. Thus was originated the misrep- 
resentation and feeling of distrust towards a 
body of professionais who, for the merest 
shadow of a livelihood, have since 1880 kept 
alive all that is capable of demonstration at 
the game of billiatds. Even the room-keep- 
ers have seemingly allied themselves against 
the professionals, as evidence of which antag- 
onism it may be stated that the figures show 
that at the time of the cushion carrom tourna- 
ment at Chicago not one dollar 
was contributed by the  billiard-room 
men, with the exception of the firm 
of Hannah & Hogg, who gave the free use of 
the Madison Street Theater, OC. E. Mussey and 
Charley Parker. After that tournament the 
Treasurer distributed in prizes some $575, $276 
of which was the entrance money of the con- 
testants, and $250 the subscription of the 
Brunswick Balke-Callender Company. Thus 
only $50 was gained from outside sources. 80 
far as the tournament just closed in St. Louis 
is concerned, not a dollar was received from 
the room-keepers, bar Roche & Schaefer, in 
whose hall the tournament was played ata 
sacrifice to the interests of the room, inas- 
much as the space apportioned rendered neces- 
sary the removal of six tables,and there being 
no sample-room on the premises to make 
good such loss in revenue. Yet the tourna- 
ment has been successfully carried to com- 
pletion, and that such affairs are of interest 
to the general public is proved by the 
Specials“ sent to all the leading newspapers 
of the country. Outside of the players no 
person was connected with the air in any 
shape whatever. What of management was 
necessary was furnished by Jacob Schaefer, 
aided by such of the players as he thought fit 
to consult, and the ‘‘Wizard’’ is worthy of the 
highest praise for the manner in which the 
air was conducted, His backer, Richard 
Roche, the one man to whom more than any 
other is due the installment of a billiard 
expert above the low level upon which 
for years he was forced to exist, 
is also to be recognized as giving his best time 
and attention tothe success of the tourna- 
ment atthe same time giving the interests of 
the visitors special care and thus making their 
stay a pleasant one. Roche found the e 
of billiards utterly profitless when in 1861, in 
New York City, he instituted the first cushion- 
Carrom tournament. Having first seen .

for the prizes are so small thatan expert must 
needs have many ways of making a dollar 
outside of billiards to be able to visit the cities 
where they will be held. Then, too, a man is 
so overshadowed by the great Schaefer 
that he quickly loses all applica- 
tion; so he merely. considers himself a 
foil for the billiard genius and performs far 
below his ability. Therefore the day for ex- 
citing contests at billiards is nearly past, for 
the pursuit of professionalism atthe game at 
present requires of a man time and training 
sufficient to render his services more remun- 
erative in some other vocation, In times past 
only a few years’ practice was likely to make 
a first-class expert. The game has reached 
such a degree of perfection that it is quite im- 
possible fora young player to master it with- 
out long and constant practice, and few men 
will be found willing to so devote their lives.

DAMAGES CLAIMED FOR THE OLIVE STREET 
OBSTRUCTIONS LAST FALL, 


A Sidewalk Peril Unguarded—The Street 
Railroad Company Made a Party De- 
fendant—Damage Suits Before Juries 
Under the Dome To-Day—Thé Last Week 
for Entering New Cases — Decisions 
Handed Down by Judge Barclay.
